Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health  and  health 
services  in  your  district  for  the  year  1965° 

The  statistical  information  on  population, births , deaths  and  infectious 
diseases  relates  to  the  Hemsworth  Rural  District  only  and  is  presented  in  a form 
similar  to  previous  years 0 

The  report  on  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  on  behalf  of  the 
-Vest  Riding  County  Council  is  for  the  division  as  a whole  and  includes  in  addition 
the  Hemsworth  Urban  District . 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  reported  on  the  work  of  his  department 
and  the  two  reports  are  complementary  to  each  other. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  mid  year  population  is  52,990,  an  increase 
of  120, 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  I64  and  now  total  16,154° 

There  were  119  fewer  live  births  than  in  1964?  the  number  being  929  compared 
with  l,048o  The  decrease  this  year  lias  been  experienced  both  in  the  total  for 
England  and  Wales  and  also  in  the  West  Riding  County.,  There  were  15  still  births, 

5 fewer  than  the  previous  year0 

Infant  deaths  totalled  27,  the  same  number  as  in  1964°  This  figure  has 
remained  virtually  unchanged  over  the  past  5 years  and  presents  a challenge  to  all 
concerned  with  community  health  in  the  division. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Deaths  in  all  age  groups  numbered  482,  This  was  a decrease  of  7 on  the  previous 

year. 


Notified  infectious  diseases  increased  by  148  and  totalled  985°  The  measles 
epidemic  in  the  second  half  of  1964  and  commented  on  in  that  report  continued  into 
1965  and  although  most  prevalent  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  cases  continued 
to  be  notified  right  up  to  the  year  end.  Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  than  in 
recent  years  74  cases  being  notified  and  there  were  143  cases  of  Dysentery,

The  11  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continued  to  be  very  popular  and  though  numbers 
in  attendance  dropped  slightly  they  were  very  well  attended. 

The  fortnightly  visit  of  the  mobile  clinic  to  Kirk  Smeaton  has  proved  popular 
and  successful.  Though  numbers  in  attendance  are  inevitably  few  the  convenience 
of  the  service  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

The  inevitable  decline  in  Local  Authority  Ante  Natal  Clinic  attendance  fore- 
cast last  year  has  occurred.  Unfortunately  but  not  surprisingly  the  Relaxation 
Clinics  have  also  suffered. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  an  increase  in  Domestic  Help  provided  during  the 
year.  126  part  time  workers  provided  the  equivalent  service  of  47  full  time  staff. 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  also  increased  during  the  year.  There  has  been  a 
further  shift  from  Agency  Services  (Hemsworth  and  District  Old  Peoples’  Welfare 
Association)  to  direct  services  arranged  at  West  Riding  Clinics  or  at  the  patient's 
home.  There  is  difficulty  in  adjudicating  on  the  numerous  requests  for  domiciliary 
treatment.  Factors  such  as  accessibility  to  bus  routes  and  inclement  weather  have 
to  be  considered  as  well  as  physical  disability  and  infirmity. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  good  co-operation  with  the  Hospital  and  General 
Medical  Services.  The  nursing  staff  in  their  respective  fields  have  carried  out 
their  duties  admirably  and  with  credit  to  their  profession. 

I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  their  work  during  the  year  and  my 
colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help. 

I am  very  appreciative  of  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  to  whom  I tender  my  thanks.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1965°  The  most 
outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  the  implementation  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963°  The  welfare  of  some  eight  million  people  is  affected 
by  it;  one  wonders  that  it  was  not  introduced  earlier* 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  to  the  other  chief  officials  of  the  Council,  all  of  whom  have  rendered 
assistance  and  advice,  and  to  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  clerical 
staff  and  the  outside  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation*

HOUSING 


During  the  year  124  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  113  by  private  enter- 
prise showing  a gross  increase  of  237°  Twenty-one  of  these  houses  were  used  for 
rehousing  the  occupiers  of  condemned  properties,  so  that  the  effective  increase  was 
2l60  The  total  number  of  habitable  houses  rose  to  16,134° 

Slum  clearance  is  a problem  (the  word  "slum"  could  well  be  abolished  and  the 
term  "sub-standard  Housing"  used  in  its  place;  it  is  a much  more  accurate  description 
and  is  far  less  offensive),  but  not  such  a problem  as  that  in  some  of  the  cities 
where  as  many  as  43  houses  out  of  every  100  were  found  to  be  unfit  when  an  accurate 
survey  was  carried  out  some  years  ago.  The  figure  in  this  rural  district  is  nearer 
Vfio  Nevertheless,  to  the  individual  concerned,  it  matters  not  to  him  whether  he  is 
part  of  43^  or  part  of  1^,  he  needs  rehousing,, 

The  number  of  houses  in  respect  of  which  demolition  or  closing  orders  was  made 
in  1965  was  84?  a further  31  were  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Ninety-nine  houses  were  made  fit  after  the  service  of  a notice,  one  of  which 
was  made  fit  by  the  Council  in  default  of  the  owner,  the  latter  being  charged  with 

the  cost. 

It  was  decided  to  build  150  houses  a year  for  4 years. plus  50  houses  per  annum 
for  re-housing  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  respect  of  which  Demolition  or  Clearance 
Orders  had  been  made. 

Approval  of  grants  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  was  given  in  439  instances 
while  the  number  of  dwellings  actually  improved  was  87°  Last  year,  1964?  "the 
corresponding  numbers  were  74  and  34  completed.  Applications  are  usually  from  * 
owner-occupiers.  There  is  a large  number  of  houses  in  this  rural  district  that  is 
worth  improving  and  it  is  obvious  that  something  is  wrong  when  landlords,  in  general, 
do  not  avail  themselves  of  improvement  grants. 

Advances  for  the  purchase  of  houses  numbered  150  and  the  amount  involved  was 
£1349665°  Last  year  119  advances  were  made  and  the  amount  involved  was  £91,105° 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  both  the  number  of  houses  in  respect  of  which 
improvement  grants  were  approved,  and  the  number  of  houses  in  respect  of  which 
assistance  to  purchase  has  been  given,  have  risen.  Property  occupied  by  the  owner 
is  almost  invariably  kept  in  better  condition  than  rented  property  and  its  life  is 
consequently  increased. 

VERMIN OUS  HOUSES 


It  is  surprising  that  the  legislation  does  not  permit  the  imposing  of  a penalty 
upon  occupiers  of  verminous  houses  who  do  not  report  the  presence  of  vermin.  In 
addition  to  the  considerable  discomfort  caused  to  innocent  members  of  the  family, 
the  vermin  frequently  migrate  to  adjoining  properties,  and  it  is  from  the  occupiers 
of  the  latter  that  a call  for  help  is  usually  first  received.  Before  anyone  moves 
into  a council  house,  the  premises  from  which  he  is  removing,  and  its  contents,  are 
inspected  for  the  presence  of  vermin. 
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A total  of  22  houses  was  treated  for  bed-bugs,  compared  with  21  in  the 
preceeding  years  five  of  these  were  council  houses , In  addition,  10  were  treated 
for  blackc locks , 1 for  fleas,  4 for  silverfish  and  17  for  red  spider 0 

WATER  SUPPLY

Only  16  houses  rely  on  private  supplies?  in  1956  the  number  was  81,  Samples 
from  two  of  the  private  supplies  were  unsatisfactory.  In  one  case  a domestic  filter 

was  provided,  in  the  other  a mains  supply  was  available  but  it  was  much  further 
awaye  As  the  property  was  being  considered  for  demolition,  and  as  the  occupier 
undertook  to  boil  the  water  before  use,  no  immediate  action  was  taken , 

Upton  was  the  only  part  of  the  district  from  which  a complaint  of  shortage  of 
water  was  redeivedo  It  seemed  that  the  only  satisfactory  solution  would  be  the 
provision  of  a reservoir  but  this  was  not  found  to  be  practicable  at  that  time. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  borehole  at  Upton  Colliery  were  takenc  While  they 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory  bacteriologically,  the  water  was  so  hard  that  it 
obviously  ought  to  be  used  only  as  a last  resort. 

The  provision  of  a water  supply  to  five  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  Cherry 
Tree  Farm  was  again  considered..  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  owners  the  precise 
amounts  they  would  be  prepared  to  contribute , 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT 


The  number  of  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  fell  during  the 
year  from  69  to  65  but  one  new  one  was  added  so  that  the  number  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  66,  The  reason  for  the  fall  is  that  many  private  concerns  are  replacing 
petrol -driven  vehicles  by  those  using  diesel  0 ’ 
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Any  petroleum  spirit  that  has  a flash  point  below  73°P»  and  is  stored  in 
quantity,  must  be  stored  in  licensed  premises  only.  The  flash  point  of  diesel  oil 
is  above  the  stipulated  figure,  therefore  a licence  is  not  required.  When  such 
storage  comes  to  the  notice  of  this  department  the  Fire  Service  is  notified,  as 
diesel,  though  not  so  easily  lit  as  petrol  is  even  more  difficult  to  subdue. 

During  the  summer  a petrol  storage  tank  sprung  a leak.  There  was  a strong 
smell  of  petrol  vapour  in  the  hall  and  cellar  of  a house  at  the  other  side  of  the 
road.  It  was  a relief  when  the  tank  had  been  replaced  by  a new  one  and  the  smell 
had  disappeared  without  any  untoward  happening. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  districts  an  application  for  a 
fourth  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry  who  had  received  objections  from  certain 
interested  Borough  Councils. 

KNACKERS1  YARDS 

The  only  licensed  knackers'  yard  in  the  district  belongs  to  the  Badsworth  Hunt, 
SLAUGHTERMEN 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughtermen  has  fallen  from  44  in  1938  to  16  in  1965 <> 
This  is  due  partly  to  more  centralisation,  and  partly  to  the  reluctance  of  young 
men  of  today  taking  on  a job  which  necessitates  working  out  of  normal  working  hours; 
the  projected  restricting  of  times  during  which  slaughtering  may  take  place  may 
result  in  an  amelioration  of  the  position. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  inspection  of  100%  of  the  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  was 
again  attained.  The  small  proportion  found  to  be  unfit  still  leaves  anyone  used  to 
pre-war  meat  inspection  filled  with  wonder.  It  is  a tribute  to  those  butchers  who 
slaughter  In  this  rural  district  for  dealing  in  quality  animals,  and  to  the  farmer 
and  the  veterinary  service  for  making  such  quality  available. 

FOOD  (Other  than  Meat) 

In  endeavouring  to  ensure  that  food  is  fit  for  human  consumption  it  is  nec- 
essary to  see  that  it  is  not  contaminated  in  any  way  during  preparation,  transport, 
storage  and  display.  This  can  only  be  achieved  with  the  co-operation  of  the  trade, 
therefore  much  time  has  to  be  spent  on  explaining  the  reason  for  the  various 
requirements  being  made. 

After  a discussion  on  travelling  shops  it  was  decided  to  make  representations 
to  the  Ministry,  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Rural  District 
Council's  Association  for  dbeps  to  be  taken  to  introduce  legislation  requiring  mobile 
shops  to  be  provided  with  washing  facilities. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  three  swimming  baths  in  the  rural  districts  one  belongs  to  a private 
school,  one  is  a public  swimming  bath  and  the  third  is  attached  to  Harewood  Lane 
School,  Uptono  The  County  Puoiic  Health  Inspector  deals  with  the  latter „ The 
attendants  at  the  other  two  take  frequent  samples  which  are  supplemented  by  further 
samples  taken  by  this  department 0 On  only  one  occasion  was  the  water  found  to  be 
slow  standard o This  was  at  the  public  bath  when  a new  attendant  took  charge „ 

This  condixion  was  immediately  remedied  as  it  was  merely  due  to  an  inadequate 
chlorine  content?  allowance  had  not  been  made  for  the  sudden  influx  of  bathers 
engendered  by  a spell  of  hot  weather,, 

The  standard  for  the  water  in  a swimming  bath  is  akin  to  that  of  drinking 
water o 

NUISANCES 


The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  was  similar  to  that  of  previous  years 0 
None  was  worthy  of  special  mention., 

SANITARY  ACCOMODATION 


Water  closets  are  provided  in  more  than  99 °/°  of  the  cases , The  full  IQQffo  is 
not  likely  to  be  attained  until  the  properties  which  now  have  an  estimated  life  in 
the  region  of  15  years  are  demolished.,  Every  privy  that  could  be  connected  to  a 
public  sewer  at  reasonable  cost  was  replaced  by  a water  closet  years  ago0  Unfortun- 
ately the  local  authority  cannot  require  the  provision  of  a water  closet  unless 
there  is  a public  sewer  available  withii  a distance  of  100  feet„  Cesspools  are  an 
improvement  on  privies  but  small  sewage  disposal  plants,  assisted  by  a small 
electric  pump  where  necessary,  are  preferred „ Such  an  installation  costs  less 
usually  than  a cesspool,,  A scheme  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year  for 
providing  a water  carriage  system  to  the  thirteen  railway  cottages  at  Wrangbrook., 

In  this  case  the  Council  extended  its  sewer  to  bring  the  houses  within  the  required 
distance o 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  mam  premises  are  at  the  South  Kirkby  depot  but  the  old  premises  opposite 
the  South  Kirkby  Recreation  Ground  are  still  retained „ They  are  in  a deplorable 
condition  but  are  the  only  premises  available  for  the  baling  and  storage  of  waste 
paper,, 

Thirty-five  men  are  employed  and  seven  vehicles  engaged  in  the  collection  of 
household  refuse,  while  one  vehicle  and  two  men  are  used  for  the  removal  of  night- 
soil  and  a limited  amount  of  refuse „ The  vehicles  are  maintained  by  one  motor 
engineer,  one  mechanic  and  one  apprentice,. 

Controlled  tipping  is  the  method  of  disposing  of  the  refuse.,  Unfortunately, 
suitable  sites  are  becoming  scarce  so  that  other  means  will  have  to  be  adopted „ 
Unfortunately  also,  these  other  means  are  all  rather  costly.,  Pulverisation  and/ 
or  composting  will  probably  be  the  final  choice  and  could  quite  well  lead  to  the 
covering  of  those  horrible  scars  on  the  country  side,  the  spoilbanks,  with  a layer 
of  material  capable  of  growing  grass „ 
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This,  in  turn,  could  lead  to  grazing  by  sheep.  What  a contrast  to  the  present  bleak, 
depressing  appearance  $ 

It  was  agreed  to  level  the  field  below  South  Kirk by  Recreation  Ground  with 
household  refuse.,  The  field  has  not  been  of  use  for  many  years  and  it  was  desired 
to  make  it  usable  as  a playing  fields 

The  problem  of  derelict  cars  increased  during  the  year*  They  present  a bigger 
problem  than  is  generally  realised  as  there  is  no  hard  and  fast  rule  by  which  one 
can  decide  whether  a vehicle  is  derelict  or  not*  Several  have  proved  to  have  been 
broken  down  and  left  at  the  roadside  with  the  intention  of  collecting  later.  Parts 
have  been  filched  until  the  machines  have  become  worthless. 

It  was  decided  to  fill  the  tanks  with  water  to  prevent  the  deplorable  accidents 
that  have  frequently  occurred  when  children  have  dropped  a lighted  match  into  an 
empty  petrol  tank  to  see  what  would  happen 

CESSPOOLS 


The  number  of  cesspools  remains  at  139.  These  are  emptied  monthly,  with  a few 
exceptions.  One  driver  and  one  assistant  are  employed  on  this  work.  They  are 
supplied  with  a special  cesspool-emptying  machine  of  1100  gallons  capacity. 

When  the  opportunity  arises  to  replace  a cesspool  by  a small  sewage  disposal 
plant  it  is  always  taken.  The  latter  are  more  hygienic,  require  little  attention, 
and  are  less  expensive  to  instal. 

SALVAGE 

Much  more  waste  paper  could  be  salvaged  if  the  existing  plant  were  modernised. 
The  premises  at  present  in  use  are  in  an  advanced  state  of  decay  and  the  plant 
consists  of  two  hand-balers . Baling  by  hand  requires  considerable  physical  exertion 
and  is  most  unpopular  with  the  employees. 

It  was  decided  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  extend  the  South  Kirkby  depot  to 
accommodate  paper  baling  and  also  to  provide  an  electric  paper-baling  machine. 

OFFICES , SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  aim  of  this  Act  is  to  ensure  that  employees  in  offices,  shops  and  similar 
places  enjoy  satisfactory  working  conditions.  When  it  is  known  that  the  employees 
to  be  safeguarded  will  number  some  8,000,000,  the  importance  of  this  Act,  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  inspection  work  involved,  can  be  realised.  One  wonders  why  this 
legislation  was  not  introduced  earlier] 

An  unqualified  assistant  was  employed  to  obtain  the  information  necessary  for 
registration  and  244  premises  had  been  registered  by  the  end  of  the  year.  No 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  owners  or  occupiers 
so  that  no  prosecutions  were  required. 

Fifteen  accidents  were  reported  of  which  five  appeared  to  be  due  to  careless- 
ness or  inattention. 
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HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


It  is  only  possible  to  ascertain  whether  many  of  the  bye-law  requirements  are 
carried  out  by  being  present  all  the  time,  which  is  quite  impracticable , An 
additional  bye-law  requiring  a list  of  these  requirements  to  be  hung  up  in  a 
conspicuous  position  in  each  hairdresser's  premises  would  be  of  assistance,, 

All.  SABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  ^ere  periodic  complaints  of  caravans  being  placed  on  sites  that  had  not 
been  licensed „ Almost  invariably  the  culprits  were  scrap  iron  collectors  or  tar- 
macadam layers o The  majority  of  them  had  no  sanitary  accommodation,, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

A little  interest  was  aroused  in  this  subject  early  in  the  year  but  this  soon 
waned  when  the  closing  of  some  coal  mines  was  announced  by  the  National  Coal  Board , 
The  large  amount  of  concessionery  coal  issued  in  the  district  remains  the  principal 
obstruction  to  the  progress  in  this  fields  it  results  in  a far  fouler  atmosphere 
than  would  be  found  in  a district  of  similar  size  where  there  is  no  concessionery 
coal, 

GENERAL 

Getting  over  to  the  public  the  necessity  for  hygiene  is  a long  and  wearisome 
job,  In  connection  with  this,  television  can  play  an  important  part  for  good  or 
evil,  One  item  that  is  seen  from  time  to  time,  and  is  at  least  unpleasant , is  the 
lighting  of  a cigarette  by  one  pero^n  and  the  handing  of  it  to  someone  else  to  smoke,, 
Surely  the  television  authorities  could  cut  out  such  sequences.  Another  ixem 
frequently  seen  on  televisions,  but  for  which  the  television  authorities  are  not 
responsible,  is  the  use  of  a water  bottle  by  all-in  wrestlers.  At  the  end  of  each 
round  one  sees  each  competitor  take  a swig  from  a bottle,  swill  out  his  mouth, 
eject  the  resultant  liquid  into  a bucket  and  hand  the  bottle  to  his  second  who 
promptly  puts  the  bottle  into  the  bucket  containing  the  spittle.  That  may  be 
accepted  as  reasonable  for  one  round  but  what  about  the  succeeding  rounds?  Even 
describing  what  happens  when  the  bottle  is  tilted  to  drink,  after  it  has  stood  in 
the  foul  liquid  in  the  bucket,  is  revolting.  And  does  each  succeeding  wrestler 
get  his  own  bottle  and  buoket,  or  does  he  use  the  same  one  as  those  who  proceeded 
him?  Surely  there  could  be  some  better  arrangement  than  the  present  one  I
